In the central group of the picture the artist has represented Abdu. 
Abdallah and his son. The latter having for five years been held asa 
hostage at the Spanish court was on the occasion depicted. restored to 
his father by Queen Isabella. On the right of Abdallah are others of his 
family, while on the left the released Christian prisoners are seen rushing 
up, following the procession of monks. 

In the middle ground on the esplanade are Ferdinand and Isabella, the 
Cardinal Mendoza, and others of the Christian court. On the left in the 
foreground are Columbus and his son, who arriving at the Spanish camp 
in season to witness the surrender of Granada, were conducted to the 
court by Fray Juan Perez de Marchena, guardian of the convent of la 
Rabida, and at the time futher confessor to the Queen. On the right hand 

x are seen a group of the more bigotted Moors, who preferring exile to 
the Christian rule,-took their departure from Granada.
